General Mews, 
Three men were killed In a mine ex- 
plosion nMi Scran ton, Pa., on Lhe30tb. 
Alexander, the Bulgarian Prince, 
who was recently dethroned, baa been 
reorowned.

The fact that a package or money, 
containing nearly $30,000, has been 
missing from the Adams Kxpress, Com- 
pany's office in Philadelphia for ten days 
past, shows how easily the very beet 
managed concerns may be victimized. 
Ligl.tnlng struck in the middle of a 
potato patch at Plattsville, Ulster Co., 
during a recent thunder storm, and 
scorched the vines In a circle of fifteen 
feet. Directly In the center of the cir- 
cle the tubers were uncovered, and 
many of them were baked. 

Seven buudred families, reprenent- 
ing 3,500 persons, are said to have been 
left homeless by the forest fires in 
Wisconsin. The damage te lumber 
and standing pine Is estimated tit sev- 
eral million dollars. Hundreds of 
cattle and horses perished for want of 
water. 

Farmers of Tippecanoe county, Indi- 
ana have been swindled out of consid- 
erable amounts of money by the Intro- 
duction among them of counterfeit IT. 
S, notes of different denomination. 
The spurious money is somewhat 
shorter than genuine bills. 

Unfavorable reports have been re- 
ceived from every part of Eastern Tex- 
as respect i ni> cotton, which owing eltb. 
cr to mil is or extreme hot weather, is 
Bhedding Its forms rapidly. If this 
continues long it will destroy the top 
crop, which will reduce the yield at 
least one-third. 

W. W. Keiiuoch, Chief of the Michi- 
gan District Secret Service, took to 
Detroit Aug. 80th. a counterfeiter 
named William Wandaor, of Vermont, 
one ol the most desperate shovers of 
the queer in the country. He was cii]r 
tured in a barn three miles south-west 
of Lansing. 

W lie re the Lallitt & Hand Powder 
Works stood is a hole in the clay twen- 
ty-five feet deep. Over the prairie for 
halt n mile are scattered bits of stone 
and silvers from the roof timbers. A 
block of Htrme weighing nearly lou 
pounds vent through the wall of the 
Grund Trunk round house about a mile 
north, and another dropped through 
the roof, smashing in the cab of an en- 
gine. The Chicago and Alton round 
house, nearly a mile north-east, was 
riddled Willi fragments of stone and 
brick and every window smashed to 
pieces. 

A flash of lightning, Aug. 3ltli, set 
fire to JOO.OOO pounds of powder in L:t- 
rtin & 1! unit's magazine in Chicago. 
The house of John Guhl, a driver for 
the Oriental Powder Company, was 
flattened out upon the ground. Guhl 
and his wife were fatally injured, and 
Carrie E. L'mwurth, their servant, was 
Instantly killed. The residence of 
Mrs. Devi ne was demolished, and Mrs. 
Devine had her leg broken and her 
body bruised. A farmer, whose name 
could not be learned, was driving 1 past 
thi] building when the explosion occur- 
red. Ills skull was fractured anil his 
back badly lacerated by blocks of stone. 
He 1 1 it'd a few hours later. The horse 
he was driving was instantly killed and 
the wagon smashed into kindling 
wood. The whole side of Justice Mich- 
ael Teamey's house was ripped off and 
the roof caved in.

It commenced 
in the Carolina* and all of the 
country east of the Mississippi 
River was more or lees affected. 
At Charleston, Booth Carolina 
much damage was done. The 
shock waa felt at Mansfield, 
Dayton, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Chicago, in Indiana, St. Louis, 
and at Pittsburgh and several 
other points people were made 
sick and others fainted. Iu sev 
eral ot the large citiee hotel 
guests rushed out of the build- 
ings, and printers from the print- 
ing offices, meetings and theatres 
were broken up, and Richmond, 
Va., a panic was created. The 
earth is not always a safe place 
to be either.
